REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or make obvious the amended claims of 12/20/06 in which a 
curve's radius estimation device for estimating the radius of a curve upon which the 
vehicle is running comprises a vehicle speed sensor, a vehicle yaw rate sensor, a 
sensor for detecting the steering angle of a wheel handled by a driver, an estimator for 
estimating the curve's radius on the basis of actual vehicle speed, actual yaw rate and 
actual steering angle, where a base value is first estimated on the basis of vehicle 
speed and yaw rate (but not steering angle), and then the estimation base value is 
corrected on the basis of the steering angle quantity so as to determine the radius of a 
road upon which the vehicle is traveling.
